This is the first bibliography prepared by the 
Educational Materials Center on piiblications for 
teaching adults the first essential skills of read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, community living, and 
citizenship. The compilers have been guided by 
the following principles: 

1. Only those materials are included which 
have been specifically developed for adult 
basic education. 

The compilers are aware that materials 
or%inally prepared for use by elementary and 
secondary school students have sometimes 
been used with adult learners. Among the 
Center’s holdings of about 5,000 current text- 
books are some which have been so used. 
Visitors to the Center are encouraged to 
examine these and to evaluate their possi- 
bilities for adult basic education. However, 
sudi materials have not been included in tiiis 
bibliography. 

2. The performance levels of materials 
listed here rai^e from 0 through seventh or 
eighth grade. However, the only material of 
seventh or ei^th grade level included is that 
which is part of a sequential prc^ram begin- 
nii^ well within the elementary grade range. 

Material for adults which he^jins at seventh 
or eighth grade performance level is classed 



as ** Adult Education" and shelved in the 
Center with publications related to Continu- 
ity Education; such material is not included 
in this bibliography. 

3. Most biblicyraphies compiled by Center 
staff report only materials recendy received. 
This bibliography, however, includes all 
publications related to adult education that 
are on the Center shelves as of this date. 

This bibliography is part of the Center’s con- 
dnuing dissemination program for teachers, 
librarians, and other educators; it has been pre* 
pared as a means of answering questions about the 
nature and availability of existing materials. No 
attempt has been made to evaluate the books 
listed, and inclusion does not necessarily indi- 
cate endorsement. 

While single copies of all publications included 
in this listing are part of the collection main- 
tained in the Center for examination and re- 
search purposes^ it must be emphasized that the 
Center does not serve as a distribution agency for 
any but its own publications; materials listed in 
this and in other biblityraphies issued by the 
Center must be obtained through the usual com- 
mercial channels or hrmn the publishers.
